Brighter Than Ever 
But this year is brighter than us­ 
ual. 
Here it is Christmas time, and 
already the rain gauge shows a pre- 
> eipitation of eight iuehes. That means 
that the grain and sugar beets already 
planted or to be planted in the next 
month are going to grow into splen- 
i did yields. 
It means that moisture Is 
stored up beneath the surface so that 
bean growers can go to work right 
away and get I Heir ground into fine 
i shape. 
It is their practice to pulver­ 
ize the top of the ground so that the 
moisture may he kept until the seed 
is planted next May. 
Orange growers and lemon orchard­ 
ists are looking for a good year. Veg­ 
etable men have increased their acre­ 
age, and the winter vegetable grow­ 
ing industry is going to be made a 
year-around industry. 
Let us be of good cheer, for pres­ 
ent indications are that there will be 
not a single failure of all the various 
, crops aud money sources that go to 
make up an income of $32,000,000 for 
the people of Orange county. 
Finish the Roads 
It is promised by the County High- 
1 way Commission that by May of 1915 
the county's system 
of 
good 
roads 
1 will be completed, tinder that system 
the total mileage is IOT. 
That will 
be increased probably to 120. 
Those 
who travel tort it for 
pleasure, 
will 
find paved roads taking them through 
orange and walnut groves, between 
glittering fields of grain and beside 
'* dark green areas of sugar beets and 
! through a vast expanse of ahimraer- 
.41 mg lima beans. 
Less than two years ago Orange 
county had no paved roads. Some of 


j the cities had many of their streets 
paved, but the county had dirt roads 
only. Then came the voting of bonds, 
and the road building. 
The last of 
! tile contracts for the completion of 
1 the big project is now up for bids.

While tile county road system is be­ 
ing completed, the state is hastening 
work along Hie Btate highway, which 
will add fortyfive miles more to pav­ 
ed highway to the county’s assets.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—A unique 
plan to convert a large proportion of 
the “army of the unemployed” into a 
reserve corps available in the time of 
threatened war, is proposed in a bill 
introduced yesterday by Representa­ 
tive Britten of Chicago.
